achievement in capturing Spion Kop 
Tuesday night is chastened by the 
realization that his success is only 
provisional, as it appears from Gen- 
eral Buller's dispatch that the Boers 
fully recognize the strategetical im- 
portance of Spion Kop, and at the 
time his message was sent off they 
had not abandoned tho hope of re- 
capturing the position. 


Nevertheless, a heavy load of 


anxiety, lias been removed from the 
nation and there is general expecta- 
tion that as the British have succeeded 


_.iu.keeping. theJiill. all day long they 


will manage to retain it until Gen- 
eral Wan-en plants enough guns on it 
to dominate the Boer trenches right 
and left. 


HEAVY TASK AHEAD. 


There is the usual dispositon here 


to exaggerate the importance of the 
point scored, but the best informed 
people realize that General 
Buller 


still has a task ahead of him calling 
for the most dogged persistence and 
untiring attack, and that the dim-, 
culties will increase as the position 
developes. 


The relief of the tension in

Business began more cheerfully all 
around and with an upward move- 
ment under the influence of the news 
at the war office, and at the clubs

ly later, from the shell fire from a

BOER TRICK TEAR-ED. 


The statement that there was only 


a small garrison at Spion Kop, came 
somewhat as a. surprise as it was 
imagined the Boers v/ere there in 
strong force ,and it is taken in some 
quarters to indicate that tho Boers 
wore not so surprised at the assult 
as it appeared, but previously drew 
off their main body and left a small 
force to withstand the British ad- 
vance. 


It,is even suggested that the Boers 


inveigled the British to occupying 
Spion Kop and havo now surrounded 
them.
